A I>Ucu>,3loii of tl»e Three Great Theor- 


ies 
Advocated 
by 
the 
Different 


Schoola of Finance. 
In rny last letter I endeavored to 


show the cardinal difference recognized 
by all economists between value and 
utility, and to prove that while utility 
is essentially intrinsic, value is ever 
extrinsic and is generally recognized 
as nothing more nor less than human 
estimation placed upon objects possess- 
ing iitdity, corrected by their relative 
degrees of scarcity. 


The greatest question in finance is to 


determine what gives money its value. 
The different opinions held by man- 
kind upon this question may be rough- 
ly classified as follows: 


First, those who hold that the value 


of money depends upon the intrinsic 
qualities of the money substances, in 
other words that the value of money is 
equal to the quantity of utility resid- 
ing iu the material out of which it is 
made. This is the celebrated "intrinsic 
value" theory which numbers among 
its professed believers President Cleve- 
land, Senator Sherman, and the lead- 
ing bankers and money-brokers of the 
cpantry. This hypothesis presupposes 
that in all exchanges in which money 
ia a factor, the intrinsic qualities in the 
money are an Pxacl equivalent for the 
intrinsic qualities of the commodity 
exchanged. 


Second; those who hold that the 


value of money depends upon the 
amount of labor expended in the pro- 
duction of the money substance. 


Third and last, those who hold that 


tho value of money arises from tbe 
function it performs and is determined 
by the ratio between the demand for 
money and the number of units in cir- 
culation. Expressed in another form 
the value of money is independent of 
the qualities residing in Mie money 
substance or the labor required in its 
production, but is determined solely 
by the amount of sacrifice required to 
obtain it after such material has been 
made into money. This is the quanti- 
tive theory. 


THE LAW Or SUPPLY AND DEMAND. 
The great and important difference 


between these three theories is that 
the first and second deny that the 
value of money is subject to the law of 
supply and demand. Indeed it may 
well be believed that the first two 
theories are only advocated because 
they predicate the conclusion that the 
value of money is immutable, and that 
however the number of units in circu- 
atiou be decreased, the value of money 
still remains unchanged. 


A theory of value can only be con- 


sidered true when it will afford a 
reasonable explanation of every phe- 
nomena arising in connection with 
value. It is a remarkable fact, in view 
of the wide credence placed in them, 
that neither the intrinsic value theory 
nor tho labor theory will afford a 
reasonable explanation 
of even a 


single monetary phenomenon. 


Bobinson Crusoe sparned the gold 


in his possession while a lonely cast-' 
away on Juan Fernandez, as though its 
departed value was a mockery of his 
fate. "O, dang," he cried, "what ar 
thou now good for ? " If its value was 
determined by the intrinsic qualities 
residing in the money substance, the 
gold should have been as valuable to 
him there as though he were in the 
marts of London. If determined by 
the amount of labor involved in its 
production, the change of location 
could not have altered its value. Here 
is a phenomenon not in accord with 
either of the foregoing theories. Value, 
according to the quantitative theory, 
depends upon the ratios between the 
demand for money and the supply. 
On Crusoe's island there existed supply 
without any demand; mathematically 
considered, we have a quantity for a 
divisor, nothing for a dividend, hence 
a valueless quotient. This phenome- 
non is in accord with the quantitative 
theory. The proof that the value of 
money resides in the money function 
and' not in the intrinsic qualities of the 
money substance has been attended 
with many difficulties in tbe effort to 
make it comprehensible to the popular 
mind. Galileo found it difficult to 
convince even a few that the earth re- 
volved about the sun when all appear- 
ances indicated that the sun revolved 
about the earth; and ages elapse before 
the popular mind accepts as true the 
proofs of astronomy in place of tbe 
geocenic theory. 


Thus the belief was general in the 


intrinsic value theory because super- 
ficial appearances indicated it to be 
true until the theory failed to afford 
satisfactory explanation 
of various 


phenomenas attending the manifesta- 
tions of the value of money. Then it 
was discovered that if 
money be 


deemed to get its value from its use as 
money, i. e., the function it performs, 
and is held to be subject to the law of 
supply and demand, every hitherto in- 
explicable-phenomenon could be easily 
and reasonably explained. 


MONEY DEBIVES ITS VALUE FROM 
THE 


MONEY FUNCTION. 


A moment's introspection will con- 


vince any one that the value of money 
is derived from the money function. 
One sells a bushel of wheat and is paid 
a dollar in paper money, silver or gold, 
it matters not which, so long aa it is 
empowered with the money function. 
The piece of paper, the disc of silver OP 
gold is accepted in exchange, not from 
the belief that residing in the paper or 
metal are qualities as valuable as the 
bushel of wheat, but because a function 
has been conferred upon it enabeling 
its possessor by parting with it at any 
time to make an equivalent requisition 
for the value of the bushel of wheat 
upon the possessions or the labor of 
other men. Erase the inscription upon 
the paper and its money function i

ABSOLUTELY PURE 


gone; its power to command a stated 
quantity of value in exchange from 
other men has disappeared. Place the 
silver or goMen disc on an anvil and 
strike it with a hammer. The money 
substance remains, but the money 
function is destroyed. One will not 
now exchange the bushel of wheat for 
the mo ley substance because it has 
parted with that which made it valu- 
able before—the power to command an 
equivalent trom labor or commerce. 


A GEJTEBAL RISE OK FALL OF PRICES, 
If it was found that the standard yurd 


measure made at one accurate meas- 
urement the height of the Washington 
monument to be 480 feet and at 
another time only 320 feet; one of two 
thingsxis obvious, either that the yard 
stick is longer than before or the mon- 
ument is shorter. If by comparing the 
measurements of all other distances 
with those previously made it is found 
that a corresponding general shorten- 
ing of distances has occurred the fact 
is clear to all reasonable minds that

Equally true, when there is a general 


decrease in prices it is not that general 
values have changed, if we are to accept 
the quantitative theory, and the dollar 
remained constant, but on the con- 
trary it is the dollar itself, the unit 
measure of value, which has changed; 
nor would it be reasonable to conclude 
otherwise. 
Yet the intrinsic value 


theory and the labor theory hold that 
the money value is immutable. 


Professor Ely says upon this subject: 


"Values 
are 
merely relative, and 


consequently there can be no such 
thing as a general rise or fall of val- 
ues. Let us suppose that to-day two 
bushels of wheat exchange for three of 
oats. 
We may say that wheat has 


risen in value, but it is obvious that in 
exactly the same proportion oats have 
fallen in value. Value expressed in 
money is called price. 
There can be 


such a thing as a general rise or a gen- 
eral fall in prices. 
A general fall in 


prices means an increase in the value 
of money, and a general rise in prices 
means a fall in the value of money." 


Every phenomenon that may be con- 


ceived relating to the value of money, 
points to the truth of the quantitative 
theory. 


If true, then in the proportion that 


the money volume is increased the gen- 
eral range of prices will rise, and in tho 
proportion that tbe money volume is 
contracted prices will fall. 
Since 1873 


there has been a general contraction of 
the money volume relative to popula- 
tion and business. In that time there 
has been a steady decline in prices. 
During the civil war there was an enor- 
mous increase in the circulating me- 
dium, which was attended with an im- 
mediate and proportional increase in 
prices and that period of high prices 
was tbe most prosperous era for the 
masses of the people in the history of 
this country.
